Many readers have written to 
us inquiring about the trustworthi- 
ness of a radio program which 
originates in Pasadena, California, 
and is conducted by a Herbert W. 
Armstrong. His ministry is heard 
on many stations throughout 
North America, Britain, Europe 
and various portions of the world. 
As a matter of fact, he advertises: 
“Broadcast World Wide—on Ev- 
ery Continent!” 


Both his radio and printed min- 
istries began in 1934 and they 
have grown until, to use his own 
words, it “is thundered to the 
world over more than FIVE MIL- 
LION WATTS of radio power ev- 
ery week! 175,000 copies of The 
Plain Truth are read every month. 
And ‘the Message is. published 
monthly in 14% MILLION COPIES 
of Cappers’ Farmer, in a large 
advertising space of a page and a 
third.” 

Modesty apparently is not one of 
Armstrong’s virtues! In a letter 
which I received from him, dated 
November 27, 1958, he declared: 
“I’m going to give you the frank 
and straightforward answer. You 
have a right to know all about this 
great work of God—and about me. 
First, let me say—this may sound 
incredible, but it’s true—JESUS 
CHRIST FORETOLD THIS 
VERY WORK —IT IS, ITSELF, 
THE FULFILLMENT OF HIS 
PROPHECY (Matt. 24:14 and 
Mark 13:10)!” 

Again, in the same letter, he 
boasted: “Astounding as it may 
seem, there is no other work on 


™ | earth proclaiming to the whole 
*| world THIS VERY SAME GOS- 


PEL that Jesus taught and pro- 
claimed!’ 

He went on to insist: “And 
LISTEN AGAIN! Read this twice! 
Realize this, incredible though it 
may seem—NO OTHER WORK 
ON EARTH IS PROCLAIMING 
THIS TRUE GOSPEL OF 
CHRIST TO THE WHOLE 
WORLD, as Jesus foretold in Mat- 
thew 24:14 and Mark 13:10! This 
is the most important activity on 
earth today!” 


In analyzing Armstrong's print- 
ed utterances, one gets the im- 
pression that he is a strange mix- 
ture of many false sects and isms. 
His sensational and _ fantastic 
teaching adheres in many respects 
to prominent doctrines of Seventh- 
Day Adventism, British Israelism, 
Jehovah’s Witnesses, and even a 
touch of Mormonism in his in- 
sistence that it is possible to 
eventually become God. 

He very definitely is not re- 
liable or trustworthy in biblical 
matters and neither his program 
or his teaching is recommended by 
THE SWorRD OF THE LorD. After 
reading his magazine, The Plain 
Truth, for several months, plus 
carefully examining more than 
half a dozen of his books, I found 
ample evidence of abominable 
heresy. While I am going to list 
ten examples of his false teaching, 
the following nowhere exhausts 
the matter and many other il- 
lustrations could be given if not 
prohibited by lack of space. What 
I do give, however, will. be suf- 
ficient to show him to be a false

think of the farmer described by 


a national hero who claimed Cali- 
fornia for the United States in 
1846 in the war against Mexico. 
During the Civil War he fought on 
the Union side and won many bat- 
tles. Between the two wars, he 
bought a 14-acre tract near the 
entrance of San Francisco Bay for 
$42,000 and built a $40,000 man- 
sion for his wife. During the Civil 
War the Government took over his 
property. ; 

When the war ended and Fre- 
mont returned home, he requested 
the Government to give back his 
property. Secretary of War U. S. 
Grant replied that “for the time 
being” the Government could not 
do so. The property then was 
known as Fort Mason. 


Fremont appealed to Congress 
and 12 different times Congres- 
sional committegg approved his pe- 
tition, but representatives of 
Southern’ states, remembering 
Fremont as the Yankee general 
who freed hundreds of slaves 
wherever his army marched, 
blocked the move. 


In 1890 death forced the General 
to lay down his fight, an impov- 
erished, bitter man of 77. His 
widow continued waging the war 
against the Government until her 
death in 1901. Their son, Major 
Frances Preston Fremont, fought 
the fight until his death in 1925. 
Then his son, Benton Fremont, 
came back from his engineering 
job in Cuba to carry on. 


In the meantime, another dozen 
bills calling for restitution to the 
Fremonts were. approved by Con- 
gressional committees, but for one 
reason or another they always died 
without being passed. The latest 
one died last September. In Oc- 
tober, Benton Fremont entered the 
San Francisco County Hospital 
crippled from a series of heart 
attacks and weakened by pneu- 
monia, where he died a pauper— 
just a few miles from his family’s 
Government-held estate. The prop- 
erty is now valued at $2,300,000. 
Benton’s son, an Air Force jet 
pilot, flew back from Europe to 
bury his father and, perhaps, to 
continue the fight.

On his face before: God at 2 
o'clock one morning in a YMCA 
room on the south side of Chicago, 
John Rice definitely committed 
himself to God to bring back 
mass evangelism to America—city- 
wide campaigns such as had been 
conducted by Moody, Torrey, Billy 
Sunday and others. He surrend- 
ered his tongue, his pen, his paper, 
his entire being into the hands 
of God to be used at His disposal 
toward this end. He did not care 
how it happened, just as long as 
it happened. If God wanted to use 
him to preach to the multitudes, 
he was willing. If God wanted to 
raise up other evangelists to do 
the job, he was willing for that. 
All he wanted was to see great 
revivals to return to America with 
their ultimate result of the win- 
ning to Christ of hundreds of 
thousands of precious souls for 
whom He died. 


Almost immediately, seemingly, 
God began to open wider doors 
and give him greater opportunities 
in his own campaigns. Whereas 
he had been holding one-church 
meetings—and some of them in 
smaller churches—now he began 
to have invitations from larger 
churches and groups of pastors 
began getting together to have 
him lead them in union campaigns. 
As we consider the results of his 
campaigns they do not compare 
in number with some of the large 
city-wide crusades of the present, 
but let it be remembered that his 
union meetings were held under 
entirely different circumstances. 
He held his meetings in a day 
when evangelists were either con- 
sidered crooks and money-grab- 
bers or fanatics and fools—today 


ingratitude to such a loyal son, 
yet that ingratitude pales into in- 
significance compared with man’s 
ingratitude to the Saviour who 
came from Heaven's glory to pro- 
vide redemption at such an in- 
comprehensible price.

that stigma and reproach is 
largely gone. At that time mass 
evangelism was scorned and often 
ridiculed—today it is increasingly 
popular. His meetings were spon- 
sored usually by a handful of 
churches and always by the small- 
est churches in the community— 
today the leading evangelists have 
the backing of almost every 
church, including the most popular 
and influential. His meetings were 
held in a day of religious decline 
and disinterest—today’s crusades 
are helped along with a “back 
to church” movement which has 
resulted in more church members 
and greater attendance than any 
other time in American history. 
His meetings were handicapped by 
limited funds for promotion and 
advertising—today there seems to 
be unlimited resources and union 
campaign budgets are often as- 
tronomical. 


Just as John the Baptist was the 
forerunner who prepared the way 
for the ministry of Jesus of Naz- 
areth, so John R. Rice was the 
forerunner who helped bring back 
large-scale mass evangelism—and 
almost all widely used evangelists 
frankly say so, giving him the 
credit. Much as a big tackle opens 
the hole in the opposing line for 
his fullback to crash through, so 
John Rice opened the way for re- 
vival in our time. The tackle often 
does not receive the credit or 
glory of a fullback, but he is just 
as important to the success of the 
game, and the coach—whom he 
is trying to please—knows it! John 
Rice simply set out to please his 
Coach and has been completely 
willing, although the thought of 
reward has at no time been a 
consideration in his service, to 
wait for the Judgment Seat of 
Christ to receive his honor. 

It would take a full-length book 
in itself to deal with all of the 
great revival campaigns he has 
conducted, but this biography 
would not be complete without 
a brief resume of some of the 
highlights. Reference has already 
been made to the meeting at the 
Grace Baptist Church in Bingham- 
ton which outgrew the one-church 
sponsorship and ended in a victori- 
ous union crusade, while he was 
still in the pastorate at Dallas. 

One of his first union meetings 
as a full-time evangelist was in 
Minneapolis under the sponsorship 
of some sixteen churches on the 
north side. The chairman of the 
crusade, Dr. Richard V. Clear- 
waters—at that time pastor of the 
Fourth Street Baptist Church, in 
Minncapolis, trustee of Northern 
Baptist Seminary in Chicago, and 
associated with the Northwestern 
Theological Seminary and Bible 
School in Minneapolis—reported 
that there were more than two 
hundred conversions. The meeting 
far surpassed the pastors’ most 
hopeful anticipation, Large crowds 
were attracted, causing them to 
enlarge the seating capacity to one 
thousand early in the meeting. 

In March of 1944 he went to 
Everett, Washington, for a city- 
wide campaign in the civic audi- 
torium. J. Stratton Shufelt, who 
had been Minister of Music at the 
famous Moody Memorial Church 
in Chicago until he joined the 
Rice team, was the song leader 
and soloist. Rev. Forrest E. John- 
son, pastor of the Calvary Baptist 
Church in Everett, was the chair- 
man of the campaign. In reporting 
the results of the meeting, Dr. 
Johnson wrote: 


The record of decisions of 
those whose record we were 


In April of the same year the 
Rice-Shufelt team went to Buf. 
falo, New York, for another city- 
wide crusade. Services were held 
in the Kleinhans Music Hall and 
crowds continued to grow until 
the closing services when 3.759 
people, by ushers’ count, jammed 
and crowded into the building, 
There were hundreds standing and 
hundreds of others were turned 
away because of firemen’s regula. 
tions. There were about seventy- 
five public professions of faith in 
that service. There were over one 
hundred churches co-operating in 
the campaign and Rev. Seward S. 
Wells served as the chairman. Be- 
ginning with an Easter sunrise 
service, the campaign ran three 
weeks and closed on April 30. The 
total number of professions of 
faith was nine hundred and ninety- 
seven, about seven hundred of 
which were first-time professions, 
the others backsliders who were 
reclaimed from a life of sin. In 
addition, there were thirty-four 


-young people who publicly sur- 


rendered for full-time service, 
planning to take training for the 
ministry or mission field. 


Rev. Walter W. Keeney, pastor 
of the Calvary Gospel Tabernacle, 
wrote the evangelist after the 
meeting had closed: 


Now that the campaign is 
Over and we are once again en- 
gaged in our various churches, 
we can begin to realize some- 
thing of the great results of 
your campaign in Buffalo. 


Our church received cards of 
forty people who made their 
decisions during your campaign 
and this does not begin to tell 
the results that took place in 
connection with our church. 
Christian people have been re- 
vived and there is a new deter- 
mination among the children of 
God to give themselves com- 
pletely to the Lord to be used 
in His service.

God Forgives and Cleanses 
His Children When They 
Confess Sins

1:9 is this wonderful promise, “If 
we confess our sins, he is faith- 
ful and just to forgive us our sins, 
and to cleanse us from all unright- 
eousness.”’ So if you honestly have 
confessed your sin to God and 
turned from it in your heart, He 
has forgiven you. You have given 
yourself to Christ and He loves 
you and will not let you go. You 
are God’s child. If you did not 
confess your sin, then God would 
not give you peace, your prayers 
would not be answered, and you 
would not have victory.

Second, take time for secret 
prayer every day.

/ Bible Questions

MAY CHRISTIANS WEAR 
JEWELRY? 


“DOESN'T I TIMOTHY 2:9, 10 MAKE 
Ir CLEAR THAT A CHRISTIAN SHOULD 
LAY ASIDE GOLD, PEARLS, OR 
CoSTLY ARRAY ?’’—A READER 
ANSWERED BY THE EDITOR

I am glad that you felt free to 
write to me. I am always glad to 
have comments by my good friends | 
and by brothers and sisters in 
Christ about THE SWworD OF THE 
Lorp. And I want to please the 
Lord in everything. 

You ask, “Doesn’t I Timothy 
2:9, 10 make it clear that a Chris- 
tian should lay aside gold, pearls, 
or costly array?” 

I do not think that is what the 
verse says. The verses you men- 
tion are as follows: “In like man- 
ner also, that women adorn them- 
selves in modest apparel, with 
shamefacedness and sobriety; not 
with broided hair, or gold, or 
pearls, or costly array; but (which 
becometh women professing godli- 
ness) with good works.” 

The Scripture does not say that 
a Christian is to lay aside gold and 
pearls or braided hair. It says that 
that is not a good Christian wom- 
an’s adornment. Her adornment is 
inside, a matter of her character, 
that is, good works. To wear a 
gold wedding ring is not wrong. 
To plait the hair or braid the hair 
is not wrong. But to depend on 
gold rings or braided hair for 
adornment is not right in the case 
of a Christian woman. She should 
depend on good works. Vanity, and 
a worldly mind are always wrong. 
But decent clothing and modest 
adornment are not necessarily 
wrong according to the Scripture. 

The same question comes up 
again in I Peter 3:3-6 which reads 
as follows: 

“Whose adorning let it not be 
that outward adorning of plaiting 
the hair, and of wearing of gold, 
or of putting on of apparel; But 
let it be the hidden man of the 
heart, in that which is not cor- 
ruptible, even the ornament of a 
meek and quiet spirit, which is in 
the sight of God of great price. 
For after this manner in the old 
time the holy women also, who 
trusted in God, adorned them- 
selves, being in subjection unto 
their own husbands: Even as Sara 
obeyed Abraham, calling him lord: 
whose daughters ye are, as long 
as ye do well, and are not afraid 
with any amazement.” 

Notice that the real adorning of 
a Christian is not outward adorn- 
ing, not plaiting of the hair, not 
wearing of gold, not putting on of 
clothes. That does not mean it is 
wrong to plait the hair. It does 
not mean it is wrong to wear gold. 
It does not mean it is wrong to put 
on apparel. Christian people ought 
to wear clothes (apparel), but 
they ought not to be set with 
vanity on their clothes, and think- 
ing more about clothes than is 
proper, In other words, the out- 
ward adorning is the thing a 
Christian woman should not de- 
pend on. She should have the in- 
ward adorning of a meek spirit. 

In this passage Sara is given as 
an example of such a woman who 
had the ornament of a meek and 
quiet spirit, obeying her husband. 
Yet we have reason to believe that 
Sara wore jewelry’ and fine 
clothes. When Abraham sent for a 
wife for Isaac, his son and Sara’s 
son, he sent along jewels for the 
girl. The servant gave Rebekah 
earrings, bracelets, and _ other 
jewels of silver and jewels of gold, 
as you see in Genesis 24:22, and in 
verse 53. 

“And the Lord hath blessed. my 
master greatly; and he is become 
great: and he hath given him 
flocks, and herds, and silver, and 
gold, and menservants, and maid- 
servants, and camels, and asses” 
(Genr 24:35). So Abraham had the 
silver and gold before Sara died, 
and he no doubt had bracelets and 
earrings. Perhaps Sara wore them 
before she died. Certainly Rebek- 
ah wore them later. You see it is 
not wrong for a woman to wear 
modest jewelry, but it would be 
wrong for her to be vain about it, 
or have her heart set on her 


clothes or her hair or her adorn- 
ment outwardly. God wants a 
Christian woman to have the 
beauty and adornment and attrac- 
tion of a meek and quiet spirit, 
which is so important in God’s 
sight. 

Thank you so much for writing. 
You are right that any Christian 
ought to be willing to give up any- 
thing that God requires. But we 
would do very great harm if we 
go to making rules which God 
doesn’t make, and if we go to re- 
quiring incidental things, outward 
things which the Bible does not re- 
quire, and think that we please 
God by living up to certain rules, 
instead of being Spirit-filled, soul- 
winning Christians. 

Yes, 1 am against worldliness, 
but we must not make up our 
own definitions of worldliness.

SHOULD CHRISTIANS - OB- 
SERVE THE JEWISH CERE- 
MONIAL SABBATH? 


1. You say, “Did not Christ's 
followers observe the Sabbath 
‘according to the commandment?’ 
after our Lord’s death? Luke 
23:56." — 

. ANSWER: The Sabbath men- 
tioned there is the annual Sab- 
bath, the first day of the feast of 
unleavened bread, the day when 
the Passover lamb was killed. See 


Exodus 12:16. Here in Luke 23:54] 


we are told, “And that day was 
the preparation, and the sabbath 
drew on.” It was the day of the 
preparation of the Passover, the 
day preceding the eating of the 
Passover and the first day of un- 
leavened bread. John 19:31 says, 
“The Jews therefore, because it 
was the preparation, that the bod- 
ies shod not remain upon the 
cross on the sabbath day, (for that 
sabbath day was an high day) 
.... You see, that Sabbath which 
began at sundown the day Jesus 
was crucified was not a regular 
weekly Sabbath, a common Sab- 
bath, but a High Sabbath, an an- 
nual Sabbath, a rest day. Certain- 
ly until Jesus Himself, God’s Pass- 
over Lamb, should die on the ap- 
pointed day, it was proper to keep 
the Passover Sabbath looking for- 
ward to His death. But that was 
not the weekly Sabbath, and there 
is no indication that Christians 
ever kept either of these Sabbaths 
after the death of Christ. 


2. You say, “Why did Jesus 
say, ‘Pray that your flight be not 
on the Sabbath’? This flight from 
the Romans occurred a number 
of years after Calvary, | think. 
Were they still honoring the 
seventh day?” 

ANSWER: You are mistaken in 
thinking that this flight occurred 
some years after Calvary. It has 
never yet occurred. The Scripture 
you referred to is Matthew 24:20, 


“But pray ye that your flight be} 


not in the winter, neither on the 
Sabbath day.” And the next verse 
continues, “For then shall be great 
tribulation, such as was not since 
the beginning of the world to this 
time, no, for ever shall be.” That 
flight will be a flight from the 
Antichrist himself during the great 
tribulation, which has not yet 
come upon the world. A little rem- 
nant of Jews, unconverted, will be 
in Jerusalem, trying to observe 
the Mosiac law. They are here 
warned of the terrible tribulation. 
If they should try to observe the 
limit of a two-mile journey on the 
Sabbath when the army of. the 
Antichrist is after them, they 
would be killed. This does not 
refer to Christians during this age, 
but to Jews still trying to keep 
ceremonial law, unconverted, dur- 
ing the tribulation time. These, 
of course, will observe the Jewish 
Sabbath which was given to Jews. 


3. You asked, “Just when was 
the Sabbath discontinued?” 


ANSWER: Just when the rest 
of the ceremonial law was discon- 


tinued, just when animal sacrifices 


wese qduscontinued. Ail of these 
are mentioned clearly together in 
Colossians 2:16, 17: “Let no man 
therefore judge you in meat, or 
in drink, or in respect of an holy 
day, or of the new moon, or of the 
sabbath days: which are a shadow 
of things to come; but the body 
is of Christ.” The keeping of cere- 
monial laws about meat and drink, 
about holy days, new moons, and 
Sabbath days, are all together, 
ceremonial laws. They are “a 
shadow of things to come.” The 
body is Christ Himself. After 
Christ fulfilled the law, the cere- 
monial laws which pointed to His 
coming were no longer necessary. 
New Testament Christians should 
not observe the Sabbath as Colos- 
sians 2:17, 18 plainly says. 


4. You say, ” ‘It is a sign be- 
tween me and the children of 
Israel for ever.’ Are the Jews 
duty-bound to keep the Sabbath 
today? and always hereafter? 
(It seems so.)” 


ANSWER: There are _ indica- 
tions that Jews during the millen- 
nial reign of Christ will observe 
the Sabbath. Since the Sabbath 
is a special sign between God and 
Israel, it seems likely that as long 
as Israel is regarded as a sepa- 
rated nation, that long the Jews 
will keep this part of ceremonial 
law. Jews who are converted now 
are not set apart by this matter, 
because the nation Israel is now 
not dealt with as a whole by the 
Lord. Jews converted now are 
simply Christians and that is all. 
I would not say that a converted 
Jew today needs to observe the 
Sabbath, or should. 


5. You say, “Because of Gala- 
tians 3:29 may it be concluded 
that all who accept Christ have 
become a part of God's Israel? 
If so, are we all included in 
Exodus 31:17?” 


ANSWER: Certainly not. To be 
a Jew spiritually is not the same 
as being a Jew. When God speaks 
of spiritual Jews, He means that 
those who believe, as Abraham be- 
lieved God and it was counted to 
him for righteousness, are saved 
like believing Abraham was, and 
are therefore, in a spiritual and 
not in a literal sense, Jews. Be- 
cause there are some things in 
the Bible that have a spiritual 
and figurative meaning, we cannot 
properly infer that there is no 
literal truth in the Bible and that 
no Scriptures are to be taken at 
face value. God still means what 
He says when He promises certain 
things to the house of Jacob. The 
Sabbath is not a sign between God 
and Gentiles. In fact, it could 
not mean a special sign for Jews 
and be a sign for everybody else, 
too. .A wedding ring would not 
be a special sign between a man 
and his wife any longer if he gave 
all the women the same kind of 
ring and they wore them. 


6. You say, “Is there Scripture 
to explain why Paul in Acts hon- 
ored the Sabbath so many years 
after Calvary?” 

ANSWER: Paul did not honor 
the Sabbath. Paul after he was 
saved never observed the Sabbath

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Do you like to hear jokes and 
tell jokes? I think that at every 
party our little boys have had 
some little boy told a joke, and 
then someone else had a joke to 
tell, till for a little while, joke- 
telling was a game. It has always 
been funny to me and fun, Little 
six-year-old boys don’t always get 
the point of a joke they have 
heard Daddy tell, and sometimes 
they twist the joke in telling. 
But they enjoy them, and even 
grownups think it is fun to see 
what they laugh at. 


Let me tell you a joke some- 
one passed on to me the other day. 
One day the teacher asked Johnny, 
“Tf the President should die, and 
the Vice-President should die, then 
who would officiate?” Johnny 
thought for a minute, then said, 
“The undertaker.” Of course the 
teacher meant, “If President Ken- 
nedy should die and Vice-President 
Johnson should die, who would be- 
come the next President?” And 
the straight answer would have 
been, “Dean Rusk, the Secretary 
of State.” 


I have been surprised to find 
that my children have learned the 
names of the new members of 
President Kennedy’s Cabinet soon- 
er than I because they were as- 
signed those names as a school 
project. I couldn’t give the 
whole line of succession, as to who 
would follow Dean Rusk, if a 


himself, and never commanded 
anybody else to observe it. When 
people met on the Sabbath, Paul 
sometimes entered the synagogue 
and preached to the people on the 
Sabbath. But preaching is not hon- 
oring the Sabbath. Not a single 
command anywhere tells us we 
should have preaching on the Sab- 
bath. Going to church is not keep- 
ing the Sabbath. The command 
about the Sabbath was to rest, to 
remain in their houses, not to 
light a fire, on the Sabbath. Going 
to church, preaching, and such 
matters, are not observing the 
Sabbath. Paul never did observe 
it, after his conversion. Frequent- 
ly I have preached on the streets 
on Saturday, because on Saturday 
there are .big crowds on the 
streets in many towns. I was not 
observing the Sabbath, I was sim- 
ply preaching the Gospel where 
there was a good opportunity. For 
exactly the same reason Paul 
preached in the synagogue at the 
time when he could get a crowd. 


7. You asked for an explana- 
tion about what is the mark of 
the beast. 


Your mind is too much colored 
by Seventh Day Adventist teach- 
ing. If you had studied the Scrip- 
ture without bias you would see 
that the beast has not appeared, 
cannot appear until the tribula- 
tion time after the rapture of the 
saints. Until the beast appears, 
naturally there will be no mark 
of the beast. The beast will be a 
world dictator, who is yet to ar- 
rive. The mark will evidently be 
a literal mark in the forehead or 
in the hand. The Sunday matter 
could not be the mark of the 
beast, in the very nature of the 
case. This is one of the most fool- 
ish teachings of the Seventh Day 
Adventists and without a line of 
Scripture to back it up. The way 
to avoid the mark of the beast is 
to pet saved and serve God. Then 
when the rapture comes you will 
be taken away with the Lord Je- 
sus. And even those who are left in 
the world who are saved will not 
take the mark of the beast. There 
will be no doubt about it when 
the beast appears and begins to 
put his mark on people’s hands 
and foreheads. It is foolish to 
worry about it now. 


8. You asked if the pope is 
the beast. 


Certainly not. By shifting Rom- 
an letters and numerals one can 
get fantastic figures that add up 
to 666, but if vou could do that 
about me, that would still not

of this chapter is, “What Is Wrong 
With You?” and his text is, “All 
we like sheep have gone astray; 
we have turned every one to his 
own way...” (Isa. 53:6). 


‘Every day we hear thoughtful 
people say, “This world is in a 
mess.” “We are living in a ter- 
rible day.” 

Here in America the Republi- 
cans blame the Democrats; the 
Democrats blame the Republicans; 
we blame the educational system; 
the parents blame the children! 


Who, then is to blame? 


The simple, plain Bible answer 
is, “All have sinned” (Rom, 3:23). 
“All... have gone astray” (Isa. 
53:6). The whole human race is 
to blame! Each individual is to 
blame! We do wrong because, by 
our very nature, we are wrong- 
doers! We sin because we are 
sinners! 

All the programs for progress 
proposed by fallen man is doomed 
to failure before it ever gets un- 
der way. 

The Bible plainly shows this 
whole world. reeling and rock- 
ing toward Hell! 


The instability of our monetary 
system; the growing inflation of 
the American dollar; the rapid 
rise of socialism; the awful apos- 
tacy of our churches; the tremen- 
dous pressure under which we 
have to make a decent living for 
our families; the fear of war; 
the atomic bomb; the threat of 
Red China; Castro in Cuba; Rus- 
sia; the poverty and disease; the 
continual war between labor and 
management; racial strife and ten- 
sion; over-crowded, ill-equipped 
mental institutions; broken homes; 
rapid increase in violence and 
crime; rotten politics; stolen elec- 
tions; the awful liquor traffic; 
over-crowded highways; increasing 
tax burden; sex immorality glori- 
fied in movies and television and 
on the news stands! 


What is wrong with this gen- 
eration? SIN! The same thing that 
was wrong with every other gen- 
eration since Adam and Eve sinned 
against God in the Garden of 
Eden! 


When you educate a sinful man, 
he is a more dangerous menace! 
When you make him rich, he is 
still worse. Education and finan- 
cial improvement are obviously not 
the answer to our problems in the 
world today! 

Listen to an important para- 
graph by the historian, Berdyaev. 
Said he, “Man’s historical experi- 
ence has been one of steady fail- 
ure, and there is no ground for 
supposing that it will ever be any- 
thing else. NGT ONE SINGLE 
PROJECT elaborated within the 
historical process has ever proved 
successful. NONE of the problems 
of any historical epoch whatsoever 
has been solved! ‘No aims at- 
tained, no hopes realized.’”’ (The 
Meaning of History, p. 199). 

The whole history of man shows 
a downward trend, and outside of 
the Gospel of Christ there is abso- 
lutely no hope for anybody! 


We were born wrong, and we 
went astray from birth. We are of 
the flesh, and we do the things 
that are after the flesh. 


We must be “born again,” Je- 
sus said. We must have the new, 
or second birth! This is a spiritual 
birth. Those who have been “born 
again” are the “sons of God.” 
They, and only they, can live a 
spiritual life that pleases God. 
Now, read carefully the following 
from Romans, chapter 8, verse 1: 
“There is therefore now no con- 
demnation to them which are in 
Christ Jesus, WHO WALK NOT 
AFTER THE FLESH, BUT 
AFTER THE SPIRIT.” 


Every one walks after the flesh 
until he is “born of the Spirit.” 
No one can walk after the Spirit 
until he is “born of the Spirit.” 

“For they that are after the 
flesh do mind the things of the 
flesh; but they that are after the 
Spirit the things of the Spirit’— 
Rom. 8:5. 


II. The New Birth Isa 

Mystery . 
The new birth that Jesus says 
MUST take place if one is to get 
into the kingdom of God is indeed 
one of the great MYSTERIES of 
the Bible. There are many things 
in this world difficult for human 


beings to understand. This is one 
of them. 


Thomas Edison said that he did 
not understand electricity! But he 
became famous with its use! He 
eertainly did not deny its exist- 
ence. I don’t know very much 
about electricity, but I do know 
how to push a button that turns 
on the light! I know it’s there 
when I need it. It remains a mys- 
tery to me. I do not understand 
it, but I am grateful for it! 

The new birth, according to Je- 
sus, is a MYSTERY. The Bible 
teacher to whom Jesus spake in 
the third chapter of John admit- 
ted that he did not comprehend 
what Jesus was talking about. 

The Bible says that Nicodemus 
was a “ruler |teacher| of the 
Jews.” He was a “Pharisee” (John 
3:1). I suppose that from what 
we read about this man in the Bi- 
ble he was one of the best men 
outside of the kingdom of God! 
But he was on the outside. He was 
still “in the flesh.” He had never 
been “born again.” 


He was feligious; he was sin- 
cere; he was courteous; he was 
educated; he was a respected citi- 
zen! His problem was that: he 
had never been “born again.’ That 
is your problem if you have not 
had this wonderful thing happen 
in your life! Have you been born 
again? I have! You can be “born 
again” today if you want to be. 
We have good evidence in the Bi- 
ble that Nicodemus was born 
again by giving heed to what the 
Lord Jesus Christ said to him in 
this very chapter under our at- 
tention today! God is so good to 
show us the way to Heaven in 
simple language so there need be 
no mistake! : 

Yes, Jesus admits to Nicodemus 
that the new birth is a mystery, 
but then He explains that all we 
need to know to experience it is 
simple and plain and not hard 
for us to grasp! It is profoundly 
simple! It is wonderful, thrilling, 
amazing, and glorious! Just think 
—-in less time than it takes to fin- 
ish reading this message, you can 
be born into the kingdom of God! 
You can have as your very own 
this life imparted by the Spirit 
of God that never dies! It is called 
“everlasting life.” 


You ask, “What can I do?” And 
I answer, “There is nothing you 
can do because all that needs to 
be done has already been done for 
you.” And yet that is not the 
whole answer, because there is 
something for you to do! Some- 
thing you ought to do; something 
you can do—something you can 
do this very moment! 


Give me your undivided atten- 
tion while I give you the greatest 
news that ever fell from the lips 
of our Lord Jesus Christ! It is the 
“story that never grows old.” 


The new birth is a MUST, if 
you are to be saved from your 
sins, and go to Heaven when you 
die! 

The new birth is a MYSTERY; 
and yet God has set forth in sim- 
ple language the MEANS whereby 
you can have this wonderful ex- 
perience, 


Ill, The Means of the 
New Birth 

The GOSPEL is the means! The 
GOSPEL OF THE GRACE OF 
GOD! The “Good News” of the 
death, burial, and resurrection of 
our Lord Jesus Christ! The word 
“Gospel” means “good news.” 

“For I am not ashamed of the 
gospel of Christ, FOR IT IS THE 
POWER OF GOD UNTO SALVA- 
TION to every one that believeth” 
—Rom, 1:16. 

Jesus preaches the Gospel to 
Nicodemus in the third chapter 
of John, starting with these 
words: 

“And no man hath ascended up 
to heaven, but he that came down 
from heaven, even the Som of man 
which is in heaven. And as Moses 
lifted wp the serpent in the wild- 
erness, EVEN SO MUST THE 
SON OF MAN BE LIFTED UP: 
That whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have eter- 
nal life. For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life. For God 
sent not his Son into the world 
to condemn the world; but that 
the world through him might be 


saved. He that believeth on him 
is not condemned: but he that 
believeth not is condemned al- 
ready, because he hath not be- 
lieved in the name of the only 
begotten Son of God”’—John 3:13- 
18. 


The good news is that this won- 
derful Lord Jesus came from 
Heaven to be “lifted up” on the 
cross to shed His “precious blood” 
for our sins! 


The love of God! “God com- 
mended his love toward us, in 
that, while we were yet sinners, 
CHRIST DIED FOR US” (Rom. 
5:8). 

The good news is that God saw 
our sinful, weak, helpless condi- 
tion, and perfected a merciful plan 
to rescue us! Out of Heaven came 
His “only begotten Son” to save 
us! He pays the price of our re- 
demption by dying in our place! 
“He died for us”! That is what 
He did! He was “lifted up: That 
whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish!” 

This Gospel is the “POWER OF 
GOD TO EVERYONE” THAT 
BELIEVES! This is the “good 
news’ of Christ! 

The BAD NEWS is that all who 
are not saved are LOST. All who 
are not “born again” are “CON- 
DEMNED.” 


What can I do to be saved? 
“BELIEVE on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou SHALT BE 


SAVED” is God's Bible answer! 


Is not that the GOSPEL (GOOD 
NEWS)? 


There is much confusion in the 
world on the subject “how to 
be saved,” but there is no con- 
fusion in the BIBLE on this im- 
portant theme! God has only one 
answer, because there is only ONE 
WAY. 


This “being born again” (I Peter 
1:23) is the only gateway to Heav- 
en! “Being born again, not of 
corruptible seed, but of incorrupti- 
ble, by the WORD OF GOD, which 
liveth and abideth for ever.” 


The Holy Spirit uses the WORD 
OF GOD (the Gospel) to regener- 
ate a poor lost sinner! It is a 
miracle wrought of God! 


IV. The Miracle of the 
New Birth 


The book of John is written 
that sinners might be borne again 
(John 20:30, 31). 


In the very first chapter we read 
of the miracle of the Incarnation 
of Jesus Christ! God becomes a 
man without losing His deity. The 
second miracle is the miracle of 
the new birth! “Which were 
BORN, not of blood, nor of the 
will of the flesh, nor of the will 
of man, BUT OF GOD” (John 
1:13). 


We are told that “He was in 
the world, and the world was 
made by him [Jesus], and the 
world knew him not. He came un- 
to his own, and his own received 
him. not. But as many as received 
him, to them gave he power to 
become the sons of God, even to 
them that believe on his name 
(John 1:10-12), 

“ .. POWER TO BECOME 
SONS OF GOD” comes from God! 
It is God’s miracle! It is not of 
men, nor by men, nor through 
men! JT IS OF GOD. 


Beware 


Notice in the above Scripture 
that there are three different 
ways, all of men, whereby we 
cannot be born again! God points 
out these three errors in one short 
verse! 

Let us look briefly at each one 
of them, and beware that we do 
not fall into the traps that have 
damned so many! 

First, the new birth is “not of 
blood.” This means that we do 
not get this born-again experience 
through the natural birth from 
our blood relatives! It is wonder- 
ful to have spiritual parents who 
fear God and who live consecrated

Christian lives, but one of the 
devil’s subtle ways of deceiving 
people is to get them to think they 
are Christians because they are 
born to Christian parents, and 
taught and brought up in 
godly homes! 

Second, the new birth is not of 
the “will of the flesh.” This means 
that man is utterly helpless to 
save himself! We have already 
seen from the Scripture that it is 
impossible to please God in the 
flesh! The flesh can be reformed, 
the flesh can be trained. The flesh 
can even be religious, BUT as long 
as a man is unsaved there is not 
one thing that he can do to save 
himself apart from coming to the 
miracle-working Christ of God 
who alone, and with His own 
power, can bring about this birth! 


Thousands go to Hell as “do 
gooders.” Christians have an obli- 
gation to feed the poor, to visit 
the sick, to give alms, to relieve 
the oppressed, to attend church, 
to be baptized, to take part in 
public worship. These things we 
(who have already been born 
again) ought to do! But beware! 
The doing of all these things will 
not bring about the miracle of the 
new birth! Listen to God’s Word 
as He declares, “Not by works of 
righteousness which we have dove, 
but according to his mercy he 
saved us, by the washing of re- 
generation, and renewing of the 
Holy Ghost” (Titus 3:5). 

He saves us! He washes us! He 
renews us! He regenerates us! It 
is His working in us. It is a MIR- 
ACLE! 


Thirdly, “. .. NOR OF THE 
WILL OF MAN.” This means that 
God has not put this soul-saving 
power into the hands of any group 
of people—man cannot help you 
here! There is absolutely no group 
—Cwic nor Ecclesiastical—that 
has this right, authority, or pow- 
er. Beware, then, of this danger to 
your soul! 

There are many wonderful 
churches in the land where Chris- 
tians ought to be members, and 
every born-again believer has this 
solemn obligation. But there is 
no church that can save you! If 
you depend upon your church to 
get you to Heaven, you will not 
go to Heaven. That is not God's 
way! You have to be “BORN” in- 
to the great family of God! You 
may grow im the church, but you 
cannot GROW until you have been 
“born again.” One of God’s ap- 
pointed means of spiritual growth, 
for the believer, is through the 
church program outlined in the 
New Testament. But in the Bible 
only born-again people are “added 
to the church.” 

The “church” is a group of peo- 
ple who have already had this 
miraculous experience of the new 
birth. I know that what are com- 
monly called “churches” in many 
places are filled with people who 
have not been born again, but that 
is not God’s fault, and that is not 
God’s plan, and that will not save 
anybody. The new birth is a 
MIRACLE wrought by the Holy 
Spirit when a convicted, repentant 
sinner “receives” the Lord Jesus 
Christ. ‘““‘To as many as received 
him, TO THEM gave he power to 
become the sons of God” (John 
1:12). 

We see that being born again 
is “not of blood, nor of the will 
of the flesh, nor of the will of 
man, BUT OF GOD” (John 1:13). 


It took a miracle to save my 
soul! It will take a miracle to save 
you! 

We have a miracle-working God! 

I joined the church in my home 
town when I was a twelve-year-old

boy, but I was not born again. 
When I 
was a fifteen-year-old boy I went 
forward in a revival meeting, but

tried to do good. I quit all my 
‘bad habits’ and reformed myself, 
but there was no miracle! After 
a few months of trying to be a 
Christian, I quit trying and start- 
ed doubting the very existence of 
God! 

_Finally, when I was a 21-year- 
old sceptic, God started to work in 
my life! He showed me that I was 
a sinner, unfit for Heaven and un- 
able to save myself! 

Lost, and miserable, and weak, 
I came to Jesus, and cast myself 
upon His mercy! He wrought the 
MIRACLE of the new birth. HE 
SAVED ME! 


Will you receive the Lord Je- 
sus? Will you, by faith, turn from 
your own way and let Him work 
the miracle in your life? I hope 
and pray that you will come to 
Jesus now!

The 
best I know how I turn my case 
over to the Lord Jesus that He 
may give me the new birth, may 
make me a child of God. I cannot 
save myself, but Jesus can and I 
| trust Him to do it now. I am writ- 
ing .you to claim Christ as my 
Saviour. I plan to set out to live 
for Him from this time on. Please 
tell Brother Mercer that 1 am 
trusting Christ as my Saviour and 
write me a letter of encourage- 
ment and help in the Christian life.

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prophet who is proclaiming “an- 
other gospel: which is not anoth- 
er” (Gal. 1:6, 7). 


I. Teaches Observance of Old 
Testament “Holy Days” 


Mr. Armstrong is a strict legal~ 
ist and in his conviction that be- 
lievers of this age are to observe 
the law, he includes the continu- 
ance of the Old Testament “holy 
days.” He says: “Passover, the 
days of unleavened bread, Pente- 
cost, and the holy days God had 
ordained forever were all observed 
by Jesus, and the early apostles, 
and the converted Gentile Chris- 
tians (Acts 2:1; 12:3; 20:6; 18:21; 
I Cor. 5:7, 8; Acts 20:16; I Cor. 
16:8).”—Page 4, Easter Is Pagan! 


However, by checking his 
“proof” references, one immedi- 
ately observes that there is not 
the slightest intimation that Je- 
sus, the early apostles, or the con- 
verted Gentile Christians observed 
these holy days. The only excep- 
tion might be Acts 18:21 and, ob- 
viously, Paul was not there re- 
ferring to keeping a legalistic 
feast, but simply about reaching 
Jerusalem jin time to proclaim 
the liberating Gospel to those in 
Judaistic bondage from all over 
the known world who would be 
assembling for the observance of 
that feast at that particular time. 


Mr. Armstrong ignores the fact 
that this same Apostle Paul wrote 
a letter to some others who were 
confused about legalism, specific- 
ally stating to them: “Howbeit 
then, when ye knew not God, ye 
did service unto them which by 
nature are no gods. But now, 
after that ye have known God, or 
rather are known of God, how 
turn ye again to the weak and 
beggarly elements, whereunto ye 
desire again to be in bondage? 
' Ye observe days, and months, and 
times, and years. I am afraid of 
you, lest I have bestowed upon you 
labor in vain” (Gal. 4:8-11). 


A sample of Armstrong’s dis- 
honest twisting of Scripture to 
serve his purpose is noted in the 
use of Acts 2:1 as a proof-text 
for the statement that the apos- 
tles and early Christians observed 
Pentecost. It is a simple matter 
to turn to Leviticus 23:15-22 and 
discover what the observance of 
Pentecost involved. Obviously, the 
apostles and early Christians who 
were assembled “with one accord 
in one place” were not observing 
that holy day in the legalistic 
sense. In like manner, his proof- 
text in I Corinthians 5:7, 8 actual- 
ly teaches the exact opposite of a 
literal holy day observance. And 
it is significant to note that he 
does not bother to explain how it 
would be possible to literally eat 
“the unleavened bread of sinceri- 
ty and truth.” 


Colossians 2:14-17 contains a 
strong biblical statement to the 
effect that’ we are not to observe 
the “holy days” of the Old Testa- 
ment now that Christ, the Sub- 
stance, has come. Mr. Armstrong 
would have us ignore the Sub- 
stance and honor the shadow! 


II. Dishonesty and Deception 
in Making Statements 


The matter of how he dishon- 
estly twisted Scripture to try to 
prove literal observance of Old 
Testament holy days is by no 
means an isolated case. In read- 
ing his various. pamphlets, I noted 
several instances where he taught 
as fact things which should be 
obvious to all who know anything 
about the Bible that they are un- 
true. 


For example, in setting forth 
the teaching that the true church 
would always be a minority (and 
the Bible does teach this), he 
makes the loose statement: “Sec- 
ond, although Jesu’ said the gates 
of hell would never prevail against 
His Church, yet it is everywhere 
prophesied through the New 
Testament as the ‘Little Flock’— 
never as a great, large, popular 
universal church.” (Pages 7, 8, 
Easter Is Pagan) 

Note the statement, “it is ev- 
erywhere prophesied through the 
New Testament.” How many times 
is this “evervwhere prophesied” 
statement found? 

Just once! 


Jesus used that expression in 
Luke 12:32 and it is found no 
other place in the Word of God. 


Even there it could hardly be 
called a “prophecy,” but rather a 
simple statement to the disciples 
whom He was addressing on that 
particular occasion. To say that 
the Church “is everywhere prophe- 
sied through the New Testament 
as the ‘Little Flock’” is strange 
dishonesty for a man who pub- 
lishes a monthly magazine called 
The PLAIN TRUTH. 


Another example of his dishon- 
esty is when he, without any bibli- 
cal warrant whatsoever, changes 
days into years simply to suit his 
theories. On page 9 of his booklet, 
Easter Is Pagan! Armstrong says: 
“The prophecies bring this Church 
into concrete focus in the 12th 
chapter of Revelation. There she 
is shown spiritually, in the glory 
and splendor of the Spirit of God, 
but visibly in the world as a per- 
secuted, Commandment-keeping 
Church driwem into the wilderness, 
for 1,260 years, through the mid- 
dle ages!” 

On page 12 of the same booklet, 
he says again: “Finally, in order 
to keep the true Way of God, a 
large portion of the true Christians 
(composing the true Church) ‘fled 
into the wilderness,’ as foretold 
in Revelation 12:6, where they 
were fed on the pure Word of God 
1,260 long years!” 

In neither instance does he at- 
tempt to offer an excuse or even 
admit that he has changed the 


‘days into years; he simply makes 


the statement as if it were a fact. 
Yet THE PLAIN TRUTH is that 
the language of Revelation shows 
those 1,260 days to be literal days 
and the same days are in other 
places called “forty and two 
months” and, again, “a time, and 
times, and half a time,” or, three- 
and-a-half years (Rev. 11:2, 3; 
Rev. 12:14). 

Another case of his dishonesty 
is seen on the opening page of his 
booklet, What Kind of Faith Is 
Required for Salvation? He says: 
“It is customary to quote only a 
PART of the Scriptures on this 
subject—reading a false meaning 
into them—and thus by subtle 
half-truths, popular teachings 
shackle most of Christendom to 
spiritual blindness and deceptions. 


“God does not usually reveal all 
the truth respecting a particular 
subject in any one passage alone. 
“Whom shall he teach knowledge? 
and whom shall he make to under- 
stand doctrine? . . . Precept must 
be upon precept, precept upon pre- 
cept; line upon line, line upon 
line; here a little and there a lit- 
tle’ (Isa. 28:9, 10).” 


Yet the very Scripture he quotes 
to prove how others are dishonest 
in only presenting “PART,” shows 
his own dishonesty in the same 
matter. He quotes verses 9 and 
10 of Isaiah 28, yet God goes on 
to explain what He is really talk- 
ing about in verse 13, which Arm- 
strong does not quote: “But the 
Word of the Lord was unto them 
precept upon precept, precept up- 
on precept; line upon line, line up- 
on line; here a little, and there a 
little; that they might go, and fall 


backward and be broken, and 
snared and taken.” 
Armstrong’s purpose in his 


What Kind of Faith booklet was 
to try and prove that the promise 
of God in Acts 16:31, “Believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved, and thy house,” 
is not a true statement by itself. 
He simply does not think it is 
possible to believe and be saved. 
Yet God said, “shall be saved,” not 
“get started on _ salvation,” 
Armstrong would like to have it 
teach. We will deal with this mat- 
ter more later under another point. 


The proof-text he offered from 
Isaiah does not have to do with 
God’s principle in setting forth sal- 
vation in the Bible, but rather 
with a specific instance of His 
dealing with backslidden Israel in 
order to bring about her just 
chastening for her sin. 

Another dishonesty is in his 
statement: “It is significant that 
in Daniel’s prophecy of the ‘Sev- 
enty weeks’ (Dan. 9:24-27), Je- 
sus was to be cut off ‘in the 
midst of the week.’ While this 
prophecy has the application of a 
day for a year, so that this 70th 
week became a literal seven years, 
Christ being ‘cut off’ after three 


and a half years’ ministry, as He 


was, yet it is significant that He 
was also ‘cut off’ ON THE MID- 


as] 


DLE DAY OF A _ LITERAL 
WEEK!” (Page 9, The Resurrec- 
tion Was Not on Sunday!) 


First, note the following errors in 
his interpretation relative to Dan- 
iel’s “seventy weeks”: (1) He puts 
the seventieth week in the past 
while it is actually still in the 
future; (2) He applies the state- 
ment about ‘the Antichrist, called 
here “the prince that shall come,” 
to Jesus Christ; and, (3) He con- 
fuses the breaking of the covenant 
by the Antichrist with our Lord’s 
crucifixion at Calvary. 


But, aside from the false in- 
terpretation, note the dishonesty 
in his effort to make out that 
Christ is “cut off” in the midst 
of the seventieth week (or after 
three and a half years), while in 
reality the prophecy declares that 
“Messiah will be cut off’ after 
“seven weeks, and three score and 
two weeks”—before the seventieth 
week ever begins! 

Again, while admitting that the 
seven years is a literal period of 
time, Armstrong nonetheless tries 
to make it also apply to a seven- 
day week just so he can prove that 
Christ was crucified on Wednesday 


—something about which the 
prophecy makes no _ intimation 
whatsoever. 


These are just a few instances 
in which Herbert W. Armstrong 
is* guilty of what Paul called 
“handling the word of God deceit- 
fully” (II Cor. 4:2) and proves 
conclusively that he is not worthy 
of the respect of Bible believers. 
Perhaps I should add that his dis- 
honesty includes quoting funda- 
mental, evangelical sources on a 
“buddy-buddy” basis—giving an 
uninformed reader the impression 
that they agree with him and he 
agrees with them. The Sunday 
School Times (Pages 11, 12, The 
Resurrection Was Not on Suwun- 
day!) and George Muller (Page 8, 
What Is Faith?), are but two il- 
lustrations of this type deception. 


III, Teaches Observance of 
Weekly Sabbath 


It is not merely the observing of 
the ceremonial feasts of the Old 
Testament which Mr. Armstrong 
insists is for the age of Grace, but 
the weekly Sabbath as well. He 
says: “The New Testament revéals 
that Jesus, the apostles, and the 
New Testament Church, both Jew- 
ish and Gentile-born, observed 
God’s Sabbath, and God’s festivals 
—weekly and annually!” (Page 12, 
Easter Is Pagan!) 


Note that he again uses the 
same proof-texts which he used 
when trying to prove his “holy 
days” point. However, the New 
Testament clearly teaches that we 
are not bound to the ceremonial 
sabbaths—weekly or annual—as 
was the nation Israel. In the pas- 
sage I previously eluded to but 
did not quote, Colossians 2:14-17, 
the Word of God says: 


“Blotting out the handwriting 
of ordinances that was against us, 
which was contrary to us, and 
took it out of the way, nailing it 
to his cross; And having spoiled 
principalities and powers, he made 
a shew of them openly, triumphing 
over them in it. Let no man there- 
fore judge you in meat, or in drink, 
or in respect of an holyday, or of 
the new moon, or of the sabbath 
days: Which are a shadow of 
things to come; but the body is of 
Christ.” 


We are thus told that the “sab- 
bath days” were nailed to the cross 
of Christ and taken “out of the 
way” at the time of His death 
and resurrection. This is true of 
the weekly sabbath and it is true 
of the annual sabbaths. 


Now it is true, as God says in 
Romans 14:5-10: “One man es- 
teemeth one day above another: 
another esteemeth every day alike. 
Let every man be fully persuaded 
in his own mind. He that regard- 
eth the day, regardeth it unto the 
Lord; and he that regardeth not 
the day, to the Lord he doth not 
regard it. He that eateth, eateth 
to the Lord, for he giveth God 
thanks; and he that eateth not, to 
the Lord he eateth not, and giveth 
God thanks. For none of us liveth 
to himself, and no man dieth to 
himself, For whether we live, we 
live unto the Lord; and whether we 
die, we die unto the Lord: whether 
we live therefore, or die, we are 
the Lord’s. For to this end Christ 
both died, and rose, and revived, 
that he might be Lord both of the 
dead and living. But why doest 
thou judge thy brother? or why 
doest thou set at naught thy 


brother? for we shall all stand 
before the judgment seat of 
Christ.” 


IV. Teaches Christ Arose on 
Saturday Afternoon 

Without going into the details of 
his argument on this particular 
point, suffice it here to simply 
quote his conclusion: “. . . we now 
may know THE RESURRECTION 
OF CHRIST OCCURRED LATE 
SATURDAY AFTERNOON” 
(Page 8, The Resurrection Was 
Not on Sunday!) 

However, what are the facts? 


In revealing how Christ prophet- 
ically told His followers of His 
coming crucifixion and resurrec- 
tion, the Word of God tells us: 
“From that time forth began Je- 
sus to show unto his disciples, how 
that he must go unto Jerusalem, 
and suffer many things of the el- 
ders and chief priests and scribes, 
and be killed, and be raised again 
the third day” (Matt. 16:21). 

Then, in Luke 24:17-21, the two 
on the road to Emmaus, talking 
with Jesus without knowing who 
He was, pin-pointed that resur- 
rection day. The Scripture says: 
“And he [Jesus] said unto them, 
What manner of communications 
are these that ye have one to an- 
other, as ye walk, and are sad? 
And the one of them, whose name 
was Cleopas, answering said unto 
him, Art thou only a stranger in 
Jerusalem, and hast not known 
the things which are come to pass 
there in these days? And he said 
unto them, What things? And they 
said unto him, Concerning Jesus of 
Nazareth, which was a prophet 
mighty in deed and word before 
God and all the people: And how 
the chief priests and our rulers 
delivered him to be condemned 
to death, and have crucified him. 
But we trusted that it had been 
he which should have redeemed 
Israel: and beside all this, to day 
is the third day since these things 
were done.” 

What day was that “third day”? 

The opening verse of Luke 24 
tells us, “Now upon the first day 
of the week, very early in the 
morning ... .” And, in the thir-~ 
teenth verse, we are told that the 
conversation between the Risen 
Redeemer and the two travelers 
took place “that same day”! 
Hence, it was on the first day of 
the week that the disciples said 


“, . « to day is the third day since 
these things were done.”’ 

Christ arose on the first day of 
the week! It says the same thing 
in Mark 16:9, “Now when Jesus 
was risen early the first day of the 
week, he appeared first to Mary 
Magdalene, out of whom he had 
cast seven devils.” 

To use an Armstrongian expres- 
sion, the PLAIN TRUTH is that 
Christ arose from the grave on 
the first day of the week, not on 
Saturday afternoon. 


V. Teaches God Planned to 
Wreck His Creation 
by Sin! 

Strange and unbelievable as it 
may seem, Mr. Armstrong makes 
God directly responsible for the 
sin and failure of mankind. For 
example, he says in one of his 
books: “Now if Satan did not 
succeed in thwarting God’s will, 
wreeking God’s perfected and 
completed Creation, then the only 
alternative is to say that it all 
happened according to God’s will 
—exactly as God himself original- 
ly planned!” (Page 8, Why Were 
You Born?) 

Again he states: “Satan did mot 
break into the Garden of Eden 
in spite of God—did not do one 
single thing contrary to God's 
great PURPOSE! All that has 
happened had been planned be- 
fore of GOD—and all is progress- 
ing exactly as GOD WILLS. 

“Oh, what a WONDERFUL 
TRUTH!” (Page 9, Why Were 
You Born?) 

Mr. Armstrong’s conception of 
what a “wonderful truth” con- 
sists of contrasts sharply with this 
writer’s opinion! (Incidentally, the 
emphasis in the two quotations 
above, as with all the other quo- 
tations I have taken from his writ- 
ings, is just exactly as given by 
Mr. Armstrong.) 

It would be absolutely and ut- 
terly impossible to- harmonize his 
statements in the above quotations 
with the teaching of the Word of 

(Continued on page 7) 
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God in such places as James 1:13- 
16, where we read: “Let no man 
say when he is tempted, I am 
tempted of God: for God cannot 
be tempted with evil, neither 
tempteth he any man: But every 
man is tempted, when he is drawn 
away of his own lust, and enticed. 
Then when lust hath conceived, it 
bringeth forth sin: and sin when 
it is finished, bringeth forth 
death. Do not err, my beloved 
brethren.” 


There is a world of difference 
between saying God permitted a 
thing and that He planned a thing! 


VI. Teaches Salvation by 
Works! 


We have already mentioned how 
Armstrong ridicules the thought 
that salvation comes simply by 
believing on the Lord Jesus Christ. 
The teaching of salvation by works 
is scattered repeatedly throughout 
his writings, but just one quota- 
tion should suffice for here. 

In his booklet, Why Were You 
Born? he says: “ ‘By GRACE are 
ye saved through faith .. . for we 
are his workmanship, CREATED 
in Christ Jesus unto good works, 
which God hath before ordained 
that we should walk in them!’ 
(Eph. 2:8-10). Notice, there are 
GOOD WORKS to salvation! 
WHY do the preachers always 
stop quoting at verse 9, never 
reading this 10th verse!” (Page 
11, Why Were You Born?) 


Perhaps it might be well to ask 
why he omitted all of verse 9, 
which says, “Not of works, lest 
any man should boast,’ and why 
he omitted the same declaration 
in verse 8, “And that not of your- 
selves: it is the gift of God.” Ap- 
parently that which he condemns 
in others is proper and fitting for 
himself—a good illustration of 
Romans 2:1, 2. 

But to answer Mr. Armstrong, 
one reason why preachers stop 
quoting after verse 9 is that there 
is a period there; it is the end 
of a statement. Verses 8 and 9 
have to do with salvation. Verse 
10 has to do with something en- 
tirely different—the aftermath of 
salvation—that is, Christian liv- 
ing. As far as salvation is con- 
cerned, an individual is saved 
completely and entirely by grace 
through faith. But when he has 
received that salvation, this new 
spiritual life is to be manifested in 
the good works which God planned 
for that one to “walk in” before 
an ungodly and unbelieving world. 

No one denies that “good works” 
are God’s plan for the Christian 
once he has been saved by grace 
through faith, but those “good 
works” certainly do not make him 
a Christian, As a matter of fact, 
the two cannot possibly be mixed 
since the Word of God tells us: 
“And if by grace, then it is no 
more of works: otherwise grace is 
no more grace. But if it be of 
works, then it is no more grace: 
otherwise work is no more work” 
(Rom, 11:6). 

In this matter, Mr. Armstrong 
is guilty of teaching “another gos- 
pel: which is not another,” there- 
by earning for himself the anathe- 
ma of Almighty God (Gal. 1:6-9). 


VII. Teaches That Salvation Is 
a Process and That None 
Are Saved Now! 


Naturally, if Armstrong does not 
believe in salvation by +grace 
through faith, he could not offer 
assurance of salvation for himself 
or for anyone else. He is compelled 


to teach in his writings, as he 
does: 

“Salvation, then, is a PRO- 
CESS! 


“But how the god of this world 
would blind your eyes to that! He 
tries to deceive you into thinking 
all there is to it is just ‘accept- 
ing Christ,,—with ‘NO WORKS’— 
and presto-chango, you are pro- 
nounced ‘SAVED’! 

“But the BIBLE reveals that 
NONE is yet ‘saved’!” (Page 11, 
Why Were You Born?) 

This false prophet, who is de- 
ceiving so many, enlarges upon his 
theme of salvation by works— 
which includes baptismal regenera- 
tion—and his salvation “process,” 
by saying further on in the same 
booklet: 

“And this process is brought 
about, in God’s great PURPOSE, 
by a man first coming to see HOW 
WRONG are the ways of mortal 


humans, thinking and living CON- 
TRARY to the revealed LAWS OF 
GOD! The first stage is REPENT- 
ANCE! Surrender to Almighty 
God! 

“God sent His Son Jesus Christ 
into the world as a human being, 
to pay for us, in our stead, the 
penalty we have incurred by the 
transgression of God’s_ spiritual 
Law. So the second step in our 
salvation—our SPIRITUAL CRE- 
ATION—being BORN of the 
Spirit—is to accept Christ Jesus 
as personal Saviour, being bap- 
tized for the remission of sins. 
Then God’s PROMISE is that we 
shall receive HIS HOLY SPIRIT. 
And that is the entrance of the 
very LIFE of God—the impregnat- 
ing ‘germ,’ so to speak, of eternal 
life—the begettal of the life of 
GOD. We then compare to an un- 
born babe in its mother’s womb. 
And, after the experiences of the 
Christian life, if we overcome, 
grow in grace and knowledge, and 
endure unto the end, then at the 
time of the RESURRECTION, 
this MORTAL shall be instantane- 
ously CHANGED INTO immortal- 
ity—tthis flesh and blood body shall 
BECOME ‘a SPIRIT body! Then, 
and not until then, shall we be 


JEULLY. BORN OF GOD. 


“Then, and not until then, shall 
our CREATION be fully complet- 
ed!” (Pages 12, 13, Why Were You 
Born?) 

What a contradiction this is to 
Christ’s guarantee in John 5:24, 
“Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
He that heareth my word, and 
believeth on him that sent me, 
HATH everlasting life, and shall 
not come into condemnation; but 
IS PASSED from death unto life.” 

Remember, too, John’s positive 
declaration in I John 5:11-13, 
“And this is the record, that God 
hath given to us eternal life, and 
this life is in his Son. He that 
hath the Son hath life; and he 
that hath not the Son of God 
hath not life. These things have I 
written unto you that believe on 
the name of the Son of God; that 
ye may know that ye have eternal 
life, and that ye may believe on 
the name of the Son of God.” 


Which do you prefer to believe: 
Armstrong or the Word of God? 


VIII, Teaches That Jesus 
Got Saved! 


One of this antichrist’s (I John 
2:18) most amazing declarations 
is that Jesus got saved. He writes: 
“Jesus, dlone, of all humans, has 
so far been SAVED! By the resur- 
rective power of GOD! When Je- 
sus comes, at the time of the 
resurrection of those IN CHRIST, 
He then brings His reward with 
Him!” (Page 11, Why Were You 
Born? ) 

Again he says, “Jesus, the cap- 
tain or LEADER of our salvation 
—the one who led off, setting us 
an example—the only one so far 
completed—even HE was made 
perfect, and THROUGH SUFFER- 
INGS!” (Page 13, Why Were You 
Born? ) 

Then still again he insists: “Je- 
sus is the author of our salva- 
tion—He WROTE that salvation 
BY HIS EXPERIENCE, and that 
was the first writing of it—He was 
the first human ever to achieve 
it—to be perfected, finished as a 
PERFECT CHARACTER!” (Page 
14, Why Were you Born? ) 

But to say that Jesus needed 
salvation is to say that He was 
a sinner. This the Bible repeatedly 
and emphatically denies, describ- 
ing Him as One who “was in all 
points tempted like as we are, yet 
without sin” (Heb. 4:15) and “who 
did no sin, neither was guile found 
in his mouth” (I Pet. 2:22). 

It is a strange doctrine of a 
strange religion which requires Je- 
sus to “get saved”’!! 


IX, Teaches That We Can 
Eventually Become God! 


Of all the strange teachings of 
this strange radio personality, per- 
haps the strangest is his teaching 
—which smacks of Mormonism— 
that man has a possibility of be- 
coming god by accepting the 
“Armstrong Gospel” and “holding 
out faithful to the end.” In the 
booklet, Why Were You Born? he 
teaches: 

“The PURPOSE of life is that’ 
in us God is really re-creating His 
own kind—reproducing Himself 


after His own kind—for we are, 


‘and more like God, 


upon real conversion, actually be- 
gotten as sons (yet unborn) of 
GOD; then, through study of God’s 
revelation in His Word, living by 
His very Word, constant prayer, 
daily experience with trials and 
testings, we grow spiritually more 
until, at the 
time of the resurrection we shall 
be instantaneously CHANGED 
from mortal into immortal—-we 
shall then be BORN of God—WE 
SHALL THEN BE GOD! 


“For the word ‘God’ comes to us 
from the Hebrew word ‘Elohim,’ 
which means the Everliving, Eter- 
nal-Creating, All-powerful, Gov- 
erning KINGDOM. ‘Elohim’ means 
one God—not many gods. But that 
ONE GOD is a KINGDOM. There 
is but one true CHURCH—one 
Church, but many members! (1 
Cor. 12:20). 


“So it is with God. 


“As an illustration, there is the 
mineral kingdom, the plant king- 
dom, the animal] kingdom; and we 
might segregate it and designate 
the human kingdom, in this ma- 
terial world. Spiritually, there is 
the angel kingdom, and, high 
above all, the KINGDOM OF 
GOD. A human—flesh and blood 
—cannot enter into the Kingdom 
of God (John 3:6), but one BORN 
of God can! 


“Do you really grasp it? The 
PURPOSE of your being alive is 
that finally you be BORN into the 
Kingdom of God, when you will 
actually BE GOD, even as Jesus 
was and is God, and His Father, 
a different Person, also is God!” 
(Pages 21, 22, Why Were You 
Borm? ) 

And again this religious madman 
declares: “You are setting out on 
a training to become CREATOR 
to become GOD!” (Page 22, Why 
Were You Born?) 

I dare say that many of the pro- 
fessing Christians who are listen- 
ing to Herbert W. Armstrong 
and sending him money for the 
support of his broadcast—would 
cease immediately if they realized 
that he taught such abominable 
heresy. It was Job who cried, “Oh 

. that mine adversary had writ- 
ten a book” (Job 31:35). Mr. 
Armstrong made that mistake and 
his theology (or, more fittingly, 
demonology) is now in print for 
all the world to see, if they will 
but investigate. 


X. Teaches That Britain is 
Ephraim, America is 
Manasseh! 


Mr. Armstrong follows the fan- 
ciful folly of British-Israelism in 
claiming that Britain is Ephraim 
and America is Manasseh. I do 
not have the time nor the space 
to go into the many arguments 
which he sets forth in his book- 
let, The United States and The 
British Commonwealth in Proph- 
ecy, but suffice it to say that his 
conclusion identifies Britain and 
America as two of the lost ten 
tribes, that is, Ephraim and Ma- 
nasseh., 

In the same booklet he offers 
a feeble explanation regarding the 
other eight missing tribes, saying, 
“Suffice to say here, that there is 
ample evidence that these other 
eight tribes have descended into 
such northwestern European na- 
tions as Holland, Belgium, Den- 
mark, Northern France, Luxem- 


bourg, Switzerland, Sweden, Nor- 
way, Finland, and at least por- 


tions of western Germany. The 
people of Iceland are also a Viking 
stock” (Page 22, The Umited 
States and The British Common- 
wealth in Prophecy). He neglects 
to note what this “ample evidence”’ 
is and one suspiciously wonders 
if there is any! 

In his booklet, 1975 in Prophecy 
(which is really not as sensation- 
al or revealing as the title im- 
plies), Armstrong follows his fool- 
ish reasoning about Britain and 
America by quoting Christ’s words 
in Matthew 24:9 in the following 
manner: “ . ye shall be HATED 
of ALL N NATIONS . . Then shall 
they deliver you up fo be afflicted 
and shall KILL YOU.” 

He identifies Britain and the 
United States as the “ye” our Lord 
meant here, referring to his Brit- 
ish Commonwealth in Prophecy 
booklet as proof, adding, “. . . He 
meant US. We are the nations 
that are HATED by all other na- 
tions today—or hadn’t you realized 
that alarming fact?” (Page 14, 
1975 in Prophecy) 

However, once again we see the 
Armstrong deceit at work in a 
feeble, futile attempt to prove his 
false contentions, even at the price 


of perverting Scripture. Note that, 
in this quotation of our Lord's 
statement, he omits Christ’s words, 
“for my name’s sake.” Obviously, 
Britain and the United States are 
not being “hated” for Jesus’ sake, 
so Armstrong must scrap that part 
in his effort to deceive the gulli- 
ble. 


Note, too that Armstrong quotes 
the last half of the verse first and 
the first half last, yet gives no 
indication that he has done any- 
thing amiss. 

Why does he change the order? 

Because it changes the meaning 
to suit his purpose! The “Arm- 
strong Version” has the affliction 
and killing the aftermath of the 
hatred. His “reversal” puts the 
“then” of the statement after the 
hatred, not before (or with) it! 


Conclusion 
One could go on ad infinitum 
with evidence of this perverted 
heretic’s deceptions, lies and false 


teachings which are, in reality, 
outright blasphemy. However, we 
have given ample proof in this 


article to establish definite, scrip- 
tural conclusions, 

First, beyond any question of 
doubt, Herbert W. Armstrong is 
a false prophet who proclaims a 
gospel contrary to that taught 
in the Word of God, His doctrine 
is wrong regarding the Person and 
Work of Jesus Christ, hence it is 
not Christian doctrine. 

Second, because his work is not 
a Christian work, it does not merit 
the prayer, support or interest 
of Christian people. It would be 
as wicked to send money to Arm- 
strong as it would be to give mon- 
ey to Satan himself.- Money sent 
to Armstrong actually finances the 
devilish program of warfare 
against God’s Word and God’s dear 
Son. 

Third, II John 9-11 says: “Who- 
soever transgresseth,, and abideth 
not in the doctrine of ‘Christ, hath 
not God. He that abideth in the 
doctrine of Christ, he hath both 
the Father and the Son. If there 
come any unto, you, and bring not 
this doctrine, receive him not into 
your house, neither bid him God 
speed: For he that biddeth him 
God speed is partaker of his evil 
deeds.” 

Note that anyone who helps 
Armstrong spread his wicked 
slander against the Person and 
Work of Jesus Christ becomes “a 
partaker of his evil deeds.” But 
it is even more dogmatic than 
that! Simply welcoming him into

than meetings such as you had 
in Buffalo in all of your cam- 
paigns throughout the country. 

May God’s richest blessing 
continue to rest upon you and 
your loved ones. 


Perhaps one of his most success- 
ful union meetings was the “Christ 
for Greater Cleveland” campaign 
held in the Cleveland Public Hall 
at Cleveland, Ohio The meeting 
was not city-wide in organization, 
but it was in manifestation. There 
were ninety-three co-operating 
churches, only one of which had 
a membership in excess of five 
hundred. The majority of the 
churches on its committee were 
so-called splinter groups and minor 
denominations such as Nazarene, 
Fundamental Baptist, Christian 
and Missionary Alliance, Pente- 
costal, Quakers, Salvation Army, 
mission churches and rescue mis- 
sions. The campaign ran for thirty 
days, from February 11 through 
March 11, in 1945. J. Straton Shu- 
felt was the song leader and soloist. 
The entire cost of the crusade, 
including the renting of the big 
auditorium for a month, did not 
exceed a budget of $10,000, 

Crowds: continued to grow until 
the closing night when 3,767 peo- 
ple, by count of the public audi- 
torium authorities, jammed the 
auditorium to hear him preach on, 
“Missing God’s Last Train for 
Heaven.” There were about fifty 
public professions of faith that 
night, making a total of about one 
} thousand conversions and reclama- 
tions for the crusade. Approxi- 
mately eight hundred of these 
were first time decisions for 
Christ. The meeting was such a 
tremendous success that the com- 
mittee conducted a union .cam- 
paign every year, for some years 
afterward. However, the minister 
who was in charge of the inquiry 
room during the _ Rice-Shufelt 
meeting and who has been in all 
the subsequent campaigns, told me 
this was by far the best in mani- 
festation of the power of God and 
in lasting results. Rev. George A. 
Bates, pastor of the Nottingham 
Baptist Church, was the general 
chairman. 

Perhaps it would be fitting here 
to quote .the testimony of one of 
the co-operating pastors, Dr. W. S. 
Ross, pastor of the Hough Avenue 
Baptist Church of Cleveland, now 
the Cedar Hill Baptist Church. He 
said: 


I have been in the fire zone 
of revival. They want me to 
describe it. How can I speak 
of a fire I cannot describe? 
How can I express the tremend- 
ous sense of God’s presence? 
How can I describe the influence 
of the power of the Holy Spirit 
playing over a crowded congre- 
gation as an eddying wind plays 
over the surface of a pond? 
You cannot describe the spon- 
taneous impulse created by the 
Holy Spirit! I have witnessed a 
revival borne along upon the 

. billowing waves of sacred song 


From God 


but I have no language to de- 
scribe it. 


It is comparatively easy to 
write of the instruments of re- 
vival. The medium § through 
which a revival is made visible. 
The organization, the preacher, 
the song-leader, the choir, the 
great audiences, the hundreds 
of seekers filing into the in- 
quiry rooms, the personal work- 
ers, the testimonies of the born 
again, and the _ restored be- 
lievers. But that is only the 
outward manifestation of the 
great work of God mysteriously 
wrought in the spiritual realm. 
Dr. John R. Rice and Mr. Strat- 
ton Shufelt did not bring the 
revival. It was not produced by 
organization and promotion. It 
was a divine visitation in which 
God demonstrated what He can 
do when a praying people de- 
pend wholly and absolutely on 
Him. It may be that God worked 
in spite of our careful plans, 
advertising and promotion 
schemes, rather than because of 
them. 

The spirit of the revival is 
manifested in the way the peo- 
ple sing. They sing words like 
men who believe them. They 
abandon themselves to the spirit 
and message of the song.

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Reaping and Gathering Fruit 
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that was the 8,000 people who 
came to this building, and the 
large number of ministers who 
seized me by the hand, with the 
tears trickling down their cheeks, 
and who gave me a “God bless 
you!” It gave me a light heart. 
There are some ministers who get 
behind the posts, as if they were 
ashamed of being seen in our com- 
pany and at our meetings. They 
come to criticize the sermon and 
pick it to pieces. No effort is re- 
quired to do this. We don’t want 
the ministers to criticize, but to 
help us, and tell us when we are 
wrong. 

There was one minister in this 
city who did me a great deal of 
good when I first started out. 
When I commenced to teach the 
Word of God I made very many 
blunders. I have learned that in 
acquiring anything a man must 
make many blunders. If a man 
is going to learn any kind of trade 
—carpenter’s, plumber’s, painter’s 
—he will make any amount of 
mistakes. Well, this’minister, an 
old man, used to take me aside 
and tell me my errors. So we 
want the ministers to come to 
us and tell us of our blunders; and 
if we get them to do this and 
join hands with us, a spiritual 
fountain will break over every 
church in the city. 

Many ministers have said to me, 
“What do you want us to do?” 
The Lord must teach us what our 
work shall be. Let every child 
of God come up to these meetings 
and say, “Teach me, O God, what 
I can do to help these men and 
women who are inquiring the way 
to be saved,” and at the close of 
the meetings draw near to them 
and point out the way. If men 
and women are to be converted in 
great meetings, it is by personal 
dealings with them. What we want 
is personal contact with them. If 
a number of people were sick, and 
a doctor prescribed one kind of 
medicine for them all, you would 
think this was wrong. This aud- 
ience is spiritually diseased, and 
what we want is that Christian 
workers will go to them and find 
out their trouble. Five minutes’ 
private consultation will teach 
them. What we want is to get at 
the people. Everyone has his own 
particular burden; every family 
has a different story to tell. Take 
the Gospel of the Lord to them, 
and show its application; tell them 
what to do with it, so as to answer 
their own cases; let the minister 
come into the inquiry-room. 


An old man, a minister in Glas- 
gow, Scotland, was one of the 
most active in our meetings. When 
he would be preaching elsewhere 
he would drive up in a cab, with 
his Bible in his hand. It made 
no difference what part of Glas- 
gow he was preaching in, he man- 
aged to attend nearly every one 
of our services. The old man would 
come in and tenderly speak to 
those assembled, and let one soul 
after another see the light. His 
congregation was comparatively 
small when we got there, but, 
by his painstaking efforts to min- 
ister to those in search of the 
Word, when we left Glasgow his 
church could not hold the people 
who sought admission, and I do 
not know of any man who helped 
us like Dr. Andrew Bonar. He 
was always ready to give counsel 
to the weak and point the way 
out to the soul seeking Christ. 
If we have not ministers enough, 
let those we have come forward, 
and their elders and deacons will 
follow them. 


Great Opportunity for S. S. 
Teachers to Win Souls 


The next class we want to help 
us to reach the people is the Sun- 
day School teachers, and I value 
their experience next to that of 
the ministers. In the cities where 
we have been, teachers have come 
to me and said, “Mr. Moody, pray 
for my Sunday School scholars,” 
and I just took them aside and 
pointed out their duties, and 
showed how they themselves ought 
to be able to pray for their pupils. 
Next meeting very often they 
would come, and the prayer would 
go up from them, “God bless my 
scholars.” 

In one city we went to, a Sun- 
day School superintendent came 
to his minister and said: “I am 
not fit to gather sinners to life 


eternal; I cannot be superintend- 
ent any longer.” The minister 
asked: “What is the reason?” and 
the man said: “I am not right 
with God.” Then the minister ad- 
vised him that the best thing in- 
stead of resigning was to get 
right with God. So he prayed with 
that teacher that the truth would 
shine upon him, and God lit up 
his soul with the Word. Before I 
left that town the minister told 
me all doubt had fled from that 
superintendent’s mind, and had 
gone earnestly to work and gath- 
ered, from the time of his conver- 
sion, over 600 scholars into the 
Sunday School of his church. The 
Lord can bless, of course, in spite 
of schools and teachers, but they 
are the channels of salvation. Bring 
your classes together, and pray 
to God to convert them. 


We have from 3,000 to 5,000 
teachers here. Suppose they said: 
“I will try to bring my children 
to Christ,” what a reformation 
we should have. Don’t say that 
that boy is too small, or that girl 
is too puny or insignificant. Every- 
one is valuable to the Lord. A 
teacher, whom I found at our serv- 
ices when she ought to have been 
attending to her class, upon my 
asking why she was at our meet- 
ing, said: “Well, I have a very 
small class—only-five little boys.” 
“What,” said I, “you have come 
here and neglected the little ones! 
Why, in that little tow-head may 
be the seeds of a_ reformation. 
There may be a Luther, a White- 
field, a Wesley, or a Bunyan 
among them. You may be neg- 
lecting a chance for them, the 
effects of which will follow them 
through life.” If you do not look 
to those things, teachers, someone 
will step into your vineyard and 
gather the riches which you would 
have. 


Look what that teacher did in 
Southern Illinois. ‘She had taught 
a little girl to love the Saviour, 
and the teacher said to her: “Can’t 
you get your father to come to 
the Sunday School?” This father 
was a swearing, drinking man, and 
the love of God was not in his 
heart. But under the tuition of 
that teacher the little girl went 
to her father and told him of 
Jesus’ love, and led him to that 
Sunday School. What was the re- 
sult?. I heard before leaving for 
Europe that he had been instru- 
mental in founding over 780 Sun- 
day Schools in Southern Illinois. 
And what a privilege a teacher 
has—a privilege of leading souls 
to Christ. Let every Sunday 
School teacher say, “By the help 
of God I will try to lead my 
scholars to Christ.” 


Christian Young Men Have 
Blessed Opportunities for 
Soul Winning 

It seems to me that we have 
more help in our revivals from 
young men, except from mothers, 
than from any other class. The 
young men are pushing, energetic 
workers. Old men are good for 
counsel, and they should help, by 
their good words, the young men 
in making Christianity aggressive. 


These billiard halls have been 
open long enough. There is many 
a gem in those places, that only 
needs the way pointed out to fill 
their souls with love of Him. Let 
the young men go plead with 
them, bring them to the taber- 
nacle, and don’t let them go with- 
out presenting the claims of 
Christ, and showing them His 
never-dying love. Take them by 
the hand and say, “I want you to 
become a Christian.” What we 
want is a hand-to-hand conflict 
with -the  billiard-saloons and 
drinking ‘halls. Do not fear, but 
enter them and ask the young men 
to come. I know that some of you 
say in a scornful way, “We will 
never be allowed to enter; the 
people who go there will cast us 
out.” This is a mistake. I know 
that I have gone to them and re- 
monstrated, and have never been 
unkindly treated. And some of the 
best workers have been men who 
have been proprietors of these 
places, and men who have been 
constant frequenters. There are 
young men there breaking their 
mothers’ hearts and losing them- 
selves for all eternity. 


The Spirit of the Lord Jesus 
Christ asks you to seek them out. 


If we cannot get them to come 


sere, let the building be thrown 
aside and let us go down and hunt 
them up and tell them of Christ 
and Heaven. If we cannot get a 
multitude to preach to, let us 
preach, even if it be to one per- 
son. Christ preached one of His 
most wonderful sermons to that 
woman at the well; and shall we 
not be willing to go to one as 
He did, and tell that one of sal- 
vation? And let us preach to men 
even if they are under the influ- 
ence of liquor, 


Drunkards and Bartenders 
Can Be Saved 


I may relate a little experience. 
In Philadelphia, at one of our 
meetings, a drunken man rose 
up. Till that time I had no faith 
that a drunken man could be con- 
verted. When anyone approached, 
he was generally taken out. This 
man got up and shouted, “I want 
to be prayed for.” The friends 
with him tried to draw him away, 
but he shouted only louder, and 
three times he repeated the re- 
quest. His call was: attended to 
and he was converted. God has 
power to convert a man even if 
he is drunk. 


I have still another lesson. I 
met a man in New York who was 
an earnest worker, and I asked 
him to tell me his experience. He 
said he had been a drunkard for 
over twenty years. His parents had 
forsaken him, and his wife had 
cast him off and married someone 
else. He went into a lawyer’s of- 
fice in Poughkeepsie, mad with 
drink. This lawyer proved a good 
Samaritan, and reasoned with him, 
and told him he could be saved. 
The man scouted the idea: “I must 
be pretty low*when my father and 
mother, my wife and kindred, cast 
me off, and there is no hope for 
me here or hereafter.” But this 
good Samaritan shoved him how 
it was possible to secure salvation, 
got him on his feet, got him 
on his beast, like the good Samar- 
itan of old, and guided his face 
towards Zion. And this man said 
to me: “I have not drank a glass 
of liquor since.” He is now leader 
of a young men’s meeting in New 
York. 

I asked him to come last Satur- 
day night to Northfield, my native 
town, where there are a good 
many drunkards, thinking he 
might encourage them to seek 
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Editor's Notes 
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we had a luncheon with a number 
of ministers and they talked very 
frankly about their hopes and de- 
sires of having a city-wide revival 
campaign in Raleigh, sponsored on- 
ly by Bible-believing, out-and-out 
fundamentally sound churches. At 
night there were some fifteen 
preachers in the service. They 
planned to meet again the follow-

Raleigh is the center of more 
modernism and unbelief than any 
other city in the south. Long 
Wake Forest College was near 
Raleigh and it was the first of 
Southern Baptist colleges to go 
outright for evolution and against 
the authority of the Bible. Now en- 
dowed with tobacco millions and 
moved to Winston-Salem, _ the 
school has professors who openly, 
in print, deny the authority of the 
Bible, deny the virgin birth, and 
other essentials of the Christian 
faith. But meantime, eastern 
North Carolina is, I think, the 
coldest and most modernistic cen- 
ter in all the south. 

If we go to Raleigh we will not 
seek official sponsorship by the 
Ministerial Association which in- 


cludes many modernists, but will 
seek the co-operation and help of 
all Bible-believing, born-again 
Christians who want an old-fash- 
ioned, Holy Ghost, sin-convicting, 
soul-saving, city-shaking revival. 

We ask Christian friends to 
pray. There is great need to set 
again a proper pattern for city- 
wide revival campaigns without 
selling out to modernists and dis- 
honoring the Book and the blood. 

My heart has been so greatly 
stirred by the hundreds saved out 
of darkest heathendom, out of 
Catholicism and nominal Chris- 
tianity, that I began to pray that 
God -will give time and help and 
open doors for some more great 
city-wide campaigns. Anywhere a 
few pastors who believe the Bible 
can get together, I will be glad to 
come or send a spiritual repre- 
sentative who can plan with them, 
enlist others, advise and counsel 
and pray about the possibility of 
a revival campaign conducted only 
by Bible-believing, born-again 
Christians and churches in your 
community. 


We expect many, many souls to 
be sa@Ved through the publication 
of these sermons and that thou- 
sands of preachers will be inspired 
and helped in their preaching by 
these noble examples.

I have been in the fire zone 
of a revival. I know that church- 
es, where spiritual life is lan- 
guishing, may have a revival 
today as surely as in the days 
of Wesley; Moody, Finney, and 
Sunday. Ged ean still rouse men 
from apathy and indifference 
and eompel them to face square- 
ly the fateful. decision upon 
which their whole future de- 
pends. In other words, “He 
ehanges His angels into winds, 
and His ministering servants 
into a flame of fire.”’ 


From January 13 through Feb- 
ruary 3 in 1946, Dr. Rice eonduct- 
ed a united revival eampaign in 
Pontiae, Michigan, where forty- 
eight churches sponsored the serv- 
ices held in the two-thousand-seat 
Oakland Avenue Tabernacle. 


In Manch of that year he con- 
ducted a union campaign in Miami, 
Florida. Services were held in the 
eity auditorium and were spon- 
sored officially by forty-four Bap- 
tist ehurches of the Miami Bap- 
tist Association. The meeting was 
only fifteen days in duration but 
there were over six hundred pub- 
lic professions of faith recorded 
on cards in the inquiry room, 
plus another estimated four hun- 
dred professions of faith in the 
public schools where they were 
not able to have inquiry rooms or 
to. talk privately to the students, 
according t@ the chairman of the 
eampaign, Rev. James H. Christie. 

For five weeks in 1946, begin- 


Ring April 28 and elosing June 2, 


ever two hundred ehurches and 
erganizations banded together to 
sponsor a great “Life Begins” 
evangelistic crusade in the city 
of Chieago. Speaker for the first 
two weeks was Dr. Bob Jones, Sr., 
founder of Bob Jones University. 
The third week was led by Dr. Paul 
Rood of Glendale, California, and 
the final fifteen days by Dr. John 
R. Rice. J. Stratton Shufelt led 
the music throughout the cam- 
paign. The meeting was held in 
the Chicago Arena at East Erie 
and McClurg Court, seating over 
seven thousand people, in. the 
same neighborhood where the big 
Billy Sunday tabernacle had been 
built twenty-eight years previous- 
ly. The Jones-Rood-Rice Crusade 
was the first effort at a united 
campaign in Chicago since Sun- 
day’s meeting of 1918. Frank W. 
Sheriff of the Christian Business 
Men’s Committee was chairman 
of the general committee and W. 
G. Haymaker was executive di- 
rector. 

Chairman Sheriff reported of 
the meeting: 


The united ‘Life Begins’ cam- 
paign in the Chicago Arena was 
brought to a glorious conclusion 

. when a great crowd heard 
Dr. John R. Rice’s final mes- 
sage, “When God’s Patience 
Wears Out.” It was a stirring 
address that gripped hearts of 
all who heard and made the re- 
deemed glad they were saved 
and burdened and anxious to win 
the unsaved to Christ. Over thirty 
decisions, clean-cut and definite, 
were made, bringing the total 
for the campaign in all services 
to over two thousand. In ad- 
dition, there doubtless were four 
hundred young lives fully dedi- 
cated to the service of Christ, 
wherever led of the Holy Spirit, 
and it would be safe to say that 
hundreds of Christians made 
secret decisions to serve Christ 
better and to walk more closely 
with God. Homes were re-estab- 
lished, family altars started, 
separated husbands and wives 
reunited, and many of the 
Lord’s people given a new vision 
of their responsibility to witness 
and win others to Christ. 


One leading Chicago minister, 
a man who had been on Billy 
Sunday’s committee in 1918 and 
@ veteran evangelist himself, said 
that although the crowds did not 
equal those of the Sunday meet- 
ings in 1918, the results were 
greater and far better. 

In September of 1946, Rice went 
to Dayton, Ohio; for a union meet- 
ing with about one hundred spon- 
soring churches. Originally invited 
by the Christian Business Men’s 
Committee, he refused to go unless 
Bible-believimng pastors and 
churches came in and officially 
sponsored the campaign. These 
pastors and churches were invited 
separately to unite and the cru- 
sade was limited, as all of the 
Rice crusades have been, to the 
fundamental, evangelical churches. 
Dr. Daniel C: Campbell, pastor of 
the First United Presbyterian 
Church, was general chairman. 

Services were held in the Mem- 
orial Hall with a seating capacity 
of about twenty-seven or twenty- 
eight hundred. Harry D. Clarke, 
for eight years Billy Sunday’s 
song leader, had charge of the 
music. There were more than five 
hundred public decisions for Christ 
in the Memorial Hall, including 
both conversions and backsliders 
reclaimed. In addition there were 
approximately four hundred and 
fifty others who claimed Christ 
in the four high schools where 
the evangelist spoke. Others were 
saved in other services apart from 
the night meetings in the Mem- 
orial Hall. 


In January of 1947, Dr. Rice, 
again with Harry Clarke as song 
leader, conducted a campaign 
sponsored by about twenty church- 
es in Lima, Ohio. Services were 
held in the South High School 
auditorium and three hundred and 
fifty-three public professions of 
faith were recorded in the inquiry 
room, about three-fourths of which 
were first-time conversions. An es- 
timated additional two hundred 
claimed Christ when the team 
spoke in high schools over the 
county. Dr. Harman J. Dutton 
was chairman of the campaign. 


On February 18 through March 
5, the Rice-Clarke team conducted 
a union campaign in Marion, Ohio. 
Rev. R. W. Faulkner, pastor of 
the Calvary Evangelical United 
Brethren Church, was general 
chairman. There were over two 
hundred first-time professions of 
faith in this campaign. 

In March and April of the same 
year the Rice-Clarke evangelistic 
team held a big united tent re- 
vival in San Pedro, California, 
sponsored by about twenty-five 
different churches and religious 
groups. The tent had a seating 
capacity of about fifteen hundred 
and was located just two blocks 
from Sixth and Beacon streets, 


Pa spot which was written up in 


Bob Ripley’s “Believe It Or Not” 
column as the toughest corner in 
the world. Rev. Fred H. Ross, pas- 
tor of the First Methodist Church 
was general chairman. There were 
over six hundred registered de- 
cisions for Christ in the inquiry 
room. 

Space does not permit listing 
details of other campaigns but 
some of the outstanding crusades 
were conducted in Moncton, New 
Brunswick, Canada (two tremen- 
dous ones); Presque Isle, Maine; 
and Springfield, Missouri. Actual- 
ly, it was about this time that Dr. 
Rice was forced to make a de- 
cision as to whether he wanted to 
hold great city-wide campaigns or 
help mold and influence the Chris- 
tian public through the pages of 
THE SWORD OF THE-LORD which was 
growing.by leaps and bounds, 

Finally concluding that more 
permanent good could be done for 
Christ and evangelism through 
the paper, he was compelled to 
turn down more and more Oppor- 
tunities for city-wide revivals. As 
his son-in-law, Walt Hanford, ex- 
pressed it in a letter to me: “One 
of the keen’ human disappoint- 
ments in Dr. Rice’s life has been 
that after his pioneer labor bring- 
ing back city-wide evangelism to 
America, his crushing load of. 
editorial responsibility made it im- 
possible for him to maintain full- 
time an evangelistic party or to 
do the ground work necessary to 
open. other large meetings.” I do 
not. think he has ever regretted 
his choice. :

salvation. He came and brought a 
young man with him. They held 
a meeting, and it seemed as if 
the power of God rested upon that 
meeting when these two men went 
on telling what God had done 
for them—how He had destroyed 
the works of the Devil in their 
hearts, and brought peace and un- 
alloyed happiness to their souls. 
These grog shops here are the 
work of the Devil—they are ruin- 
ing men’s souls every hour.

Eleven years ago, when I went 
to Boston, I had a cousin who 
wanted a little of my experience; 
I gave him all the help I could, 
and he became a Christian. He 
did not know how near death was 
to him. He wrote to his brother 
and said: “I am very anxious to 
get your soul to Jesus.” The let- 
ter, somehow, went to another 
city, and lay from the 28th of 
February to the 28th of March— 
just one month. He saw it was 
in his brother’s handwriting, and 
tore it open and read the above 
words. It struck a chord in his 
heart, and was the means of con- 
verting him. And this was the 
Christian who led this drunken 
young man to Christ. 


This young man had a neighbor 
who had drunk for forty years 
and he went to that neighbor and 
told him what God had done for 
him, and the result was another 
conversion. 


I tell you these things to en- 
courage you to believe that the 
drunkards and saloon-keepers can 
be saved. There is work for you 
to do, and by and by the harvest 
shall be gathered, and what a 
scene will be on the shore when we 
hear the Master on the throne 
shout: “Well done! Well done!” 


Mothers Are Accountable to 
God for Lost Children 


Let me say a word to you, moth- 
ers, We depend a good deal upon 
you. It seems to me that there 
is not a father and mother in all 
Chicago who should not be in 
sympathy with this work. You 


have daughters and sons, and if 
work is done now they will be 
able to steer clear of many temp- 
tations, and will be able to lead 
better lives here. It seems to me 
selfishness if they sit down in- 
active and say: “There is no use 
in this. We are safe ourselves, 
what is the use of troubling?” If 
the mothers and fathers of the 
whole community would unite 
their prayers, and send up one 
appeal to God to manifest His 
power, in answer to them there 
would be mighty work. 


I remember, in Philadelphia, 
we. wanted to see certain results, 
and we. called a meeting of moth- 
ers. There were from five to eight 
thousand mothers present, and 
each of them had a particular bur- 
den upon her heart. There was a 
mother who had a wayward 
daughter, another a reckless son, 
another a bad husband. We spoke 
to them confidently, and we bared 
our hearts to one another. They 
prayed for aid from the Lord, and 
that grace might be shown to 
these sons, and daughters, and 
husbands, and the result was that 
our inquiry-rooms were soon filled 
with anxious and earnest  in- 
quirer. 

Let me tell you about a mother 
in Philadelphia. She had two way- 
ward sons. They were wild, dis- 
Sipated youths. They were to meet 
on a certain night+and join in 
dissipation. The rendezvous was at 
the corner of Market and Thir- 
teenth Streets, where our meet- 
ings were held. One of the young 
men entered the large meeting, and 
when it was over, went to the 


young men’s meeting near at hand, 
and was quickened, and there 
prayed that the:Lord might save 
him. His mother had gone to the 
meeting that night, and, arriving 
too late, found the door closed. 
When that young man went home 
he found his mother praying for 
him, and the two mingled their 
prayers together. While they were 
praying together, the other broth- 
er came from the other meeting, 
and brought tidings of being con- 
verted, and at the next meeting 
the three got up and told their 
experience, and I never heard an 


audience so thrilled before or 
since. 
Another incident. A wayward 


boy in London, whose mother was 
very anxious for his salvation, said 
to her: “I am not going to be 
bothered with your prayers any 
longer; I will go to America and 
be rid of them.” “But, my boy,” 
she said, “God is on the sea and 
in America, and He hears my 
prayers for you.” Well, he came 
to this country, and as they sailed 
into the port of New York, some 
of the sailers told him that Moody 
and Sankey were holding meetings 
in the Hippodrome. The moment 
he landed he started for our place 
of meeting, and there he found 
Christ. He became a most earnest 
worker, and he wrote to his moth- 
er and told her that her prayers 
had been answered, that he had 
been saved, and that he had found 
his mother’s God. 

Mothers and fathers, lift up 
your hearts in prayer, that there 
may be hundreds and thousands 
saved in this city. 
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Bringing Lost People to Hear 
the Soul-Winning Preacher 
Gets Results 


When I was in London, there 
was one lady dressed in black, up 
in the gallery- All the rest were 
ministers. I wondered who that 
lady could be. At the close of the 
meeting I stepped up to her, and 
she asked me if I did not re- 
member her. I did not, but she 
told me who she was, and her 
story came to my mind. 

When we were preaching in 
Dundee, Scotland, a mother came 
up with her two sons, 16 and 17 
years old. She said to me: “Will 
you talk to my boys?” I asked her 
if she would talk to the inquirers, 
and told her there were more 
inquirers than workers. She said 
she was not a good enough Chris- 
tian—was not prepared enough. I 
told her I could not talk to her 
then. Next night she came to me 
and asked me again, and- the fol- 
lowing night she repeated her re- 
quest. Five hundred miles. she 
journeyed to get God’s blessing for 
her boys. Would to God we had 
more mothers like her. She came 
to London, and the first night I 
was there I saw her in Agricul- 
tural Hall. She was accompanied 
by only one of her boys—the 
other had died. Towards the close 
of the meetings I received this 
letter from her: 


Dear Mr. Moody: 


For months I have never con- 
sidered the day’s work ended 
unless you and your work had 
been specially prayed for. Now 
it appears before us more and 
more. What in our little measure 
we have found, has no doubt been 


the happy experience of many 
others in London. My husband 
,and I sought as our greatest 
privilege to take unconverted 
friends, one by one. into Agri- 
cultural Hall, and I thank God 
that, with a single exception, 


those brought under the preach- 
ing from your lips have accepted 
Christ as their Saviour, and are 
rejoicing in His love. 


That lady was a lady of wealth 
and position, She lived a little way 
out of London: gave up her beauti- 
ful home and took lodgings near 
Agricultural Hall, so as to be 
useful in the inquiry-room. When 
we went down to the Opera House 
she was there; when we went 
down to the east end there she 
was again, and when I left London 
she had the names of 150 who had 
accepted Christ from her. Some 
have said that our work in London 
was a failure. Ask her if the work 
was a failure, and she will tell you. 
If we had a thousand such moth- 
ers in Chicago we would lift it. Go 
and bring your friends here to the 
meetings. Think of the privilege, 
my friends, of saving a soul. If 
we are going to work for good, 
we must be up and about it. 
Men say, “I have not the time.” 
Take it. Ten minutes every day 
for Christ will give you good 
wages. There is many a man who 
is working for you. Take them 
by the hand. Some of you with 
silver locks, I think I hear you 
saying, “I wish I were young, 
how I would rush into the battle.” 
Well, if you cannot be a fighter, 
you can pray and lead on the 
others. There are two kinds of 
old people in the world. One grows 
chilled and sour, and there are 
others who light up every meeting 
with their genial presence and 
cheer on the workers. Draw near, 
old age, and cheer on the others, 
and take them by the hand and 
encourage them. 


There was a building on fire. 
The flames leaped around the 
staircase, and from a three-story 
window a little child was seen 
who cried for help. The only way 
to reach it was by a ladder. One 
was obtained and a fireman as- 
cended, but when he had almost 
reached the child, the flames 
broke from the window and leaped 
around him. He faltered and seem- 
ed afraid to go further. Suddenly 
someone in the crowd shouted, 
“sive him a cheer,” and cheer 
after cheer went up. The fireman 
was nerved with new energy, and 
rescued the child. Just so with our 
young men. Whenever you see 
them wavering, cheer them on, 
If you cannot work yourself, give 
them cheers to nerve them on in 
their glorious work. May the bless- 
ing of God fall upon this after- 
noon, and let every man and 
woman be up and doing.
